The blue print illustrates the wall of the entrance hall in a 
Museum of the American Indian, which faces the main en- 
trance. Through this wall two doorways enter galleries beyond, 
leaving the center of this wall unpierced. 


The walls and vault of this hall are to be finished in plain 
plaster and decorated in fresco. 


The problem is the design of this hall including an indication 
of the groined vaulting as illustrated in the diagram. The 
theme of decoration should represent, symbolically or pictorial- 
ly, some phase or episode of primitive America and the color 
scheme should be suggestive of the simple use of the primary 
colors as illustrated in primitive American art.

CLASS “B” III PROGRAM 
“AN ASTRONOMICAL FRIEZE” 


The astronomical observatory building of a university contains 
a square entrance hall of which one wall is shown in the ac- 
companying blue print. Against the panelled walls of this hall 
various interesting astronomical objects, such as charts, etc., 
may be displayed. Above the wainscot is a frieze which is to 
carry as its decorative theme the twelve signs of the Zodiac, 
three on each wall. The problem is to design one of the walls 
of this hall embodying in the design three of these signs of 
the Zodiac, either as separate elements against a plain back- 
ground or in any other decorative combination that the de- 
signer sees fit. The general color scheme of the room should be 
a gray brown for the woodwork with deep blue predominating 
in the frieze.

provide for its civic entertainments. The building shall include: 
1, A Memorial Lobby with wall space for tablets, relics, etc. 


2. The Council Chamber and adjoining offices for the Town 
Clerk and Committee-men, with private toilets. 


3. Four minor offices for the Finance Department, and four 
minor offices for the Public Works Department. 


4. An Auditorium seating 400 people with stage and dressing 
rooms, a serving pantry and coat rooms. The kitchen and 
public toilets will be located in basement with other services. 


5. Stairs as required. 


All rooms shall have natural light and air, and a part of the 
above requirements may be located on a second floor. The build- 


ing will be located in a square block and shall not exceed 150° 


feet in its greatest dimension.

which runs along the foot of the hill. Twenty-five feet higher 
in elevation is the north side of the rectangle, bordering on 
one of the interior roadways of the park. On either flank 
is to be found public park land, without any important means 
of access to the greenhouse. 


‘The problem consists in arranging the various elements of 
the greenhouse so as best to fulfill its two-fold purpose of 
educating the public in plant culture and of providing a rest- 
ful and attractive retreat in all seasons of the year. To this 
end it will be necessary to provide the following: 


(a) From six to eight growing houses in which orchids, ge- 
raniums, carnations, roses, ferns, and other plants are grown 
on benches and shelves under glass. 


(b) Two vineries, in which trellises allow various kinds of 
grape vines and other climbing plants to attain their natural 
height. These may be built on the lean-to principle if desired. 


(c) A conservatory, or show-house, for palms and other tall 
tropical plants. These should be set in natural beds, and there 
should be ample room for the public to circulate about or 
linger in the fragrant warmth as fancy may dictate. 


(d) A heating plant housed in a separate building. This 
should not be too remote from the buildings which it is re- 
quired to heat. At the same time, for mechanical reasons, it

must be kept at a comparatively low level, and should be 
accessible to the public highway in all kinds of weather. 


(e) A head gardener’s office, tool houses, retiring rooms and 
similar dependencies shall complete the composition. 


Due attention should be given to the approaches, and to 
the means of communication between the different levels, in the 
disposition of which the student should seek interesting oppor- 
tunities for the use of terraces, covered walks, retaining walls, 
steps, flower beds, pools, shrubbery, or other appropriate 
landscape features.
